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1 . (Presently amended) Ctoor knob with light-emitting location indicator, comprising: 

a) a knob designed for placement on a vertically inclined d oor for being grasped by the 
hand of a user for opening the door; the knob comprising translucent material; and 

b) one or more objects comprising light^mitting material that either phosphoresces or 
luminesces , without an electrical oower source, m ounted within the knob and being 
visible through a-protective leye^of translucent material; 

c) the one or more objects being sized suffidenttv smaller from the size of the orotecHve 
translucent material so that the one or more objects appear as different from said 
protective translucent material: a nd 

d) the (Ight-emltting material being designed to emit light In a darkened space to thereby 
visually indicate the location of the knob in the daricened space; 

e) the one or more objects being sufficiently suffounded bv the protective translucent 
material as to appear floating within the protective trans lucent material from an axial aide 
of the knob. 

2. The door knob of claim 1 , wherein the translucent material is substantially transparent. 

3. The door knob of claim 1 . wherein the one or more objects are each completely surrounded 
by translucent material. 

4. (Presently amended) The door knob claim 3 1 wherein substantially the entire outer surface 
of each of the one or more objects is each substantially intimately surrounded by translucent 
material. 

5. The door knob of daim 1, wherein the one or more objects define a plurality of substantially 
similar shapes spaced from each other. 

6. (Presently amended) The door knob of daim 5, wherein the shapes have respective outlines 
which are non-circula r, each defining a multi-pointed shar)e . 

7. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 6, wherein th e outl i n es each d e fin e a multi * 
pointed shape wth e ach point approximating an angl e substantia ll y l ese than 00 dogrooo 
and th e le ngth of e ach po i nt b e ing at le a s t about 15 p e rc e nt of the max i mum dim e ns i on of 
a fr out ll ne of the shape the one or more objects are sufficiently sun-ounded bv the protective 
translucent material as to appear floating from all axial sides of the knob . 

8. (Presently amended) The door knob of daim 7, wherein the outlines each define a multi- 
pointed shape with each point approximating an angle below about 65 degrees. 

9. The door knob of claim 7, wherein the shape is a star shape. 

10. The door knob of daim 6, v\A)ereln the non-drcular outlines each define a substantially 
polygonal shape. 
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11. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 46-1 wherein th e subatantial l y polygonal 
Ghapo has more than four o i doc t he one or more objects comprise at least two objecte 
spatially separated from each other along a main axis of the door knob as viewed from an 
axial side of the door knob . 

12. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 4 H wherein at l e ast on e of th e on e or moro 
obj e cts oonta l ne at l e ast two portions that emit l i ght i n re B pectiv el y diff e r e nt oo l ors the at 
least two objects comprise a pair of objects, each being sufTicientlv surrounded bv the 
protective translucent material as to appear fleating within the protective transl ucent material 
from an axial side of the knob , 

13. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 42-1 wherein at least one of the one or more 
objects contains at least thfee two p ortions that emit light in respectively different colors, 

14. The door knob of claim 1, wherein the one or more objects comprise at least two objects 
that emit light In respectively different colors. 

15. The door knob of claim 14, wherein each of the at least two objects emit light in a 
respective, single color. 

16. The door knob of claim 1 , wherein at least one of the one or more objects further comprises 
a non-light-emitting portion visible in daylight. 

17. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 16, wherein the non-light emitting portion 
comprises less than a&eiit 20 percent of the surface of the object. 

18. The door knob of claim 17, wherein the non-light emitting portion comprises at least two 
portions of respectively different colors. 

19. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 1, further including a non-light emitting object 
mounted within the knob, visually contrasting with the translucent material, and being visible 
through a protective layer of translucent material. 

20. The door knob of claim 19, wherein the non-light-emitting object is spaced from at least one 
object comprising light-emitting material. 

21 . The door knob of claim 1 , wherein the knob includes a locking mechanism with a keyhole in 
the vicinity of the one or more objects. 

22. The combination of the door knob of claim 1 and a locking mechanism with a keyhole in the 
vicinity of the one or more objects. 

23. (Presently amended) Door knob with light-emitting location indicator, comprising: 

a) a knob designed for placement on a vertically inclined d oor, for being grasped by the 
hand of a user for opening the door; the knob comprising translucent material; and 
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b) two or more objects comprising light-emitting material that either phosphoresces or 
luminesces, without an electrical cower source, m ounted within the knob and being 
visible through a protective iayer-ef translucent material; at least two objects being 
spaced from each other, 

c) the two or more objects being sized sufficiently smaller from the size of the protective 
translucent material so that the two or more objects appear as different from said 
protective translucent material: a nd 

d) the light-emitting material being designed to emit light in a darkened space to thereby 
visually indicate the location of the knob in the daricened space; 

e) the two or more objects being sufficiently surrounded bv the protective translucent 
material as to appear floating within the protective translucent material from an axial side 
of the knob. 

24. The door knob of claim 23, wherein the translucent material Is substantially transparent. 

25. The door knob of claim 23, wherein the two or more objects are each completely surrounded 
by translucent material. 

26. (Presently amended) The door knob claim ^ 23. wherein substantially the entire outer 
surface of each of the two or more objects is each substantially intimately surrounded by 
translucent material. 

27. The door knob of daim 23, wherein the two or more objects define a plurality of substantially 
similar shapes spaced from each other. 

28. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 27, wherein the shapes have respective 
outlines which are non-circula r, each defining a multi-pointed shape . 

29. (Presently amended) The door knob of daim 28, wherein th e out li no c each dofino a multi 
po i nted shap e with e ach point approximating an angle oubotantial l y less than 90 degrees 
and th e le ngth of e ach point being at l east about 16 p e rc e nt of th e maximum d i mension of 
on out l ino of tho chopo t he two or more obiects are sufficientlv surrounded bv the protective 
translucent rhaterial as to appear floating from all axial sides of the knob, 

30. (Presently amended) The door knob of daim 29, wherein the outlines each define a multi- 
pointed shape with each point approximating an angle below about 65 degrees. 

31 . The door knob of claim 29. wherein the shape is a star shape. 

32. The door knob of claim 28, wherein the non-circular outlines each define a substantially 
polygonal shape. 

33. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 3^23, wherein tho oubotantia ll y po l ygonal 
QhapQ hQo more than four sid e s t he one or more obiects comprise at least two objects 
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spatially separated from each other along a main axis of the door knob as viewed from an 
axial Side of the doorknob. 

34. (Presently amended) The door knob of daim 2d 33, wherein at l e ast on e of th e two or moro 
etysflto oontoino at toast two portiono that omit l i ght i n roopootivoly d i ff e r e nt ooloro the at 
least two obiects comprise a pair of objects, each beino sufficiently sun'ounded by the 
protective translucent material as to appear floating within the protective translucent material 
from an axial side of the knob , 

35. (Presently amended) The door knob of daim 34 23, wherein at least one of the two or more 
objects contains at least thfee two p ortions that emit light in respectively different colors. 

36. The door knob of daim 23, wherein the one or more objects comprise at least two objects 
that emit light in respectively different colors. 

37. The door knob of daim 36, wherein each of the at least two objects emit light in a 
respective, single color. 

38. The door knob of claim 23, wherein at least one object further comprises a non-light-emitting 
portion visible in daylight. 

39. (Presently amended) The door knob of daim 38, wherein the non-light emitting portion 
comprises less than abeut 20 percent of the suriace of the object. 

40. The door knob of daim 39, wherein the non-light emitting portk)n comprises at least two 
portions of respectively different colors. 

41. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 23, further induding a non-light emitting object 
mounted within the knob, visually contrasting with the translucent material, and being visible 
through^ protective layer of translucent material. 

42. The door knob of daim 41, wherein the non-light-emitting objed is spaced from at least one 
object comprising light-emitting material. 

43. The door knob of claim 23. wherein the knob indudes a locking mechanism with a keyhole 
in the vidnity of the one or more objects. 

44. The combination of the door knob of claim 23 and a locking mechanism with a keyhole in 
the vidnity of the one or more objeds. 
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
